& teacher of languages by profession and has a 
g@cod knowledge of itnglish, French, Italian and 
Spanish in addition to his mother tongue. He is 
also reported to be a correspondent of a nuwnber 
of swiss journals and in addition to using his 
own name, also utilizes the pen-name of Klemens 
Dieze 

Nothing is known by this office 
that would in any way reflect to his discredit. 
His political inclinations are difficult to 
determine but in responsible circles he is 


reported to be anti-Nazi in his convictions.

Enquiries made by this office indicate that 
of the three persons mentioned in the Reverend 
P. C. Matthews’ letter, Dr. B. SILBERSTEIN is 
best suited to fill the vacant mastership. The 
following details have been unearthed regarding this 
individuals 

Dre SILBERSTEIN was apparently one of the 
wise refugees who left Germany before it became 
absolutely imperative. He came to China in 1934 
and secured work in a Tientsin hospital which seems 
a fairly good indication both of his professional 
competence and his general character when it is 
realized that he held this post for over three 
years. As far as can be ascertained he lost this 
position only because there were Chinese who would 
undertake the work he was doing and they were 
preferred to a European. After coming to Shanghai 
in 1937 a post was found for him in the Methodists? 
Mission Hospital in Pingliang, Human and Dr. - 
SILBERSTEIN stayed there until it was demolished 
by airplane bombing. As far as his — service 
in Pingliang was concerned, the only adverse reports 
received of him coneern his ability as @ surgeone 
This was more the fault eof his training than anything 
else. This is due to the defects of the system 
of training current in Germany that medical ‘ine. are 


not given adequate opportunities for acquiring

operating experience. As an internist or as a 


member of a large hospital staff Dr. SILBERSTEIN 
would probably have been perfectly satisfactory. 
Doctors in places such as Fingliang are required 
who can do almost anything at a pinch. This 
apparently is the reason why he has been unable to 
find other hospital employment. 

He seems to be an unassuming, modest type of 
person likely to co-operate with a group of other 
masters in satisfactory style. Besides his 
medical qualifications he holds the degree of M.A. 
References have been seen which state that he is 
well qualified to teach various subjects in 
schools of middle-class standard. He seems to 
heave a good basic knowledge of the subjects required 
and is the type of man who would be sufficiently 
conscientious to bring himself up-to-date in any 
mattera where his competence was at present open 
to question. 

There is no question that he is a Jew by race 
but no evidence is available to suggest that he 
is anything but profoundly anti-Nazi in his political 
beliefs. 

He has managed to remain indewvendent in Shanghai 
though he has never been in possession of a good 
enough income to allow his wife to give up her 
position as a school teacher in Tientsin in order 
to join him in Shanghai. 

Nothing is known by thia office that would reflect 


adversely to his credit.

Dre Kurt GRAFTMANN is not a fully fledged doctor 
but a "doctor's assistant." Though he appears an 
able and well-qualified man from a teaching point 
of view, the fact remains that according to his 
own statement he has been an inmate of Dachau 
Concentration Camp, release from which can only be 
secured under certain circumstances which nearly 
always include the signing of a document or documents 
stating that the prisoner concerned will do nothing 
to hinder the progress of the Nazi machine but on 
the contrary suitably assist it in its march forwarde 
While there are instances of political prisoners 
released from concentration camps doing their utmost 
to work against Nazism, the experience of this office 
has been such as distrust anybody who has been in any 


concentration camp in Nazi occupied territory.
